"The General
Staff is usurping all the functions
heretofore exercised by the Secretary
of War. The usurpation not only in-

cludes military hut also civil matters."
This declaration was made today by

Senator Hale. He said that when
an appropriation was made at the last
session of $500,000 to be used In erect
ing buildings for enlisted men, he
went over to the Secretary of War to
secure a share of the money for posts
m Maine.

"The Secretary of War," he said,
told me he had nothing to do with

the appropriation, as it was being dis-

tributed by the General Stoff. I went
to the General Staff and was told
that I would be given a hearing and
permitted to present the claims of
my state. I declined to cool my
heels waiting on the General Staff
when the mater was purely a civil
proposition coming immediately under
the Secretary of the War's control.

"Not long afterward I received a re
quest from a Sunday school In Port-
land to obtain permission to visit one
of the posts in Portland Harbor, where
It was desired to give a Sunday
school picnic I wrote to Gen. Crozler
who formerly had charge of such af
fairs.
